Pelosi invokes Lincoln as House indicts 
Trump on ‘incitement of insurrection’

WASHINGTON — President Donald Trump was 


inciting the U.S. Capitol insurrection last week, Democrats 
in the House of Representatives, joined by a small faction 
of Republican dissenters, impeached Trump for the second 
time Wednesday. 

Every member of Connecticut’s delegation to the House 
voted in favor of impeachment, which passed by a 232-197 
vote. The state’s lawmakers had also called on Vice President 
Mike Pence to invoke the 25th Amendment in order to strip 
Trump of his presidential power, though Pence rejected that 
possibility Tuesday. 

Trump will face an impeachment trial in the Senate, which 
will likely occur after President-elect Joe Biden takes office 
next week. 

“Not accepting the will of the American people, the pres-

10 Republicans join vote to impeach 


Ten Republican House members — including 

the No. 3 House GOP leader — voted to impeach 
President Donald Trump, in sharp contrast to the 
unanimous support for Trump among the GOP 


impeached by the U.S. House for a historic second time 
Wednesday, charged with “incitement of insurrection” over 
the deadly mob siege of the U.S. Capitol in a swift and stun- 
ning collapse of his final days in office. 

With the Capitol secured by armed National Guard troops 
inside and out, the House voted 232-197 to impeach Trump. 
The proceedings moved at lightning speed, with lawmakers 
voting one week after violent pro-Trump loyalists stormed 
the Capitol after the president’s calls for them to “fight like 
hell” against the election results. 

Ten Republicans fled Trump, joining Democrats who said 
he needed to be held accountable and warned ominously of 
a “clear and present danger” if Congress should leave him 
unchecked before Joe Biden’s inauguration Wednesday.

State will soon begin task 
of vaccinating general public

For 10 months, the coronavirus 
pandemic has forced Connecti- 
cut and the country to pivot from 
one unknown to the next. And 
beginning next week, the state 
will once again embark on some- 
thing it has never undertaken 
before: the vaccination of the 
general public against COVID-19. 

In Connecticut, COVID-19 


vaccinations have so far been 
available only to select groups 
of people, including health care 
workers and nursing home resi- 
dents. In the coming days, vacci- 
nations will begin for people 
75 and older, the first group to 
become eligible under Phase 1B. 
After that, as many as 1.5 million 
state residents could become 
eligible for vaccination.

CORONAVIRUS IN CONNECTICUT 


State reports most deaths since May

Connecticut’s coronavirus 
positivity rate dipped back down 
on Wednesday, after the state 
reported a double-digit rate the 
day before, even as the state also 
reported the highest number of 
deaths in a single day since May. 

After reporting on Tuesday the 
highest single-day positivity rate 
since the second wave of corona- 
virus began, the state on Wednes- 
day reported a more tame 6.2%. 


Wednesday’s rate came from 
3,529 newly identified cases, out 
of a total of 56,600 tests admin- 
istered. 

The state’s daily positivity rate 
has fluctuated widely in recent 
weeks — since the beginning 
of December, the daily rate has 
swung from alow of 5.2% to ahigh 
on Tuesday of 10.7%. 

Weekly positivity rate, a more 
stable metric, has increased to 
above 7% in recent days. Includ- 
ing Wednesday’s rate, Connecti- 
cut’s weekly rate is 7.1%. 


But also on Wednesday, the 
state reported 87 deaths — which 
is the highest number the state 
has reported ona single day since 
mid-May. Including Wednesday’s 
deaths, the state has reported 539 
deaths in the year 2021. 

Less than two weeks into Janu- 
ary, the state has already reported 
more coronavirus-linked deaths 
this month than it reported in 
the entire months of October and 
November combined.
